Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 16, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
a mobile phone portion connected to the fax adapter via an Internet Protocol (IP)- 
based interface; 

wherein the fax adapter includes: 

a mapping function that maps the fax data onto Transmission Control 
Protocol (TCP) or User datagram Protocol (UDP) packets, in the specific combination 
as recited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 21 , the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
a mobile fax terminal comprising: 

means for receiving fax data from a fax machine via standard fax protocol; 
means for mapping the fax data onto Transmission Control Protocol (TCP) 
or User Datgram Protocol (UDP) packets, 

means for mapping the TCP or UDP packets onto Radio Link Protocol 
(RLP) frames, in the specific combination as recited in the claim. 
Regarding claim 23, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
within a mobile fax terminal, performing the steps of: 

receiving fax data from a fax machine via standard fax protocols; 
mapping the fax data onto Transmission Control Protocol (TCP) or User 
Datagram Protocol (UDP) packets; 
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mapping the TCP or UDP packets onto Radio Link Protocol (RLP) frames, 
in the specific combination as recited in the claim.
